e Bark Peelers’ Festival: Signature event honoring lumber
workers and their skills through demonstrations, competitions,
food, music, crafts, and activities for kids typically draws 3,000 or
more in July.

o Woodhick Day for Schools: Event in fall and spring for public,
private, and homeschool groups to explore lumber history and
modern forest management typically draws 350 to 400 students.

* Spooky Lantern Tours: An October event providing a safe and
educational trick-or-treat experience in a rural area, with stories
in the logging camp and craft activities in the visitor center, that
drew over 520 people.
